Washington, August 27.—Offictals of the 
weather bureau are not yet able to pre- 
dict the extent to which the cyclone 
reported south of Martinique will de- 
velop. At present the information re- 
ceived here indicates only a slight dlis- 
turbance south of San Domingo. The 
locality affected now, however, is €n- 
tirely outside of the scope of the report- 
ing stations and until the storm invuves 
further north it will be impossible to de- 
termine its extent. 

By tomorrow morning the expectation 
ig the storm may reach the vicinity of 
Santiago, when more definite data may 
be obtained. Careful watch is being kept 
by the weather bureau of its progress 
and should a severe blow come prompt 
darning will be given by the service as 
in the case of the hurricane several weeks 
ago. ‘The storm is now in the Caridvean 
sea and the officials say the present in- 
dications are that it will not be serious 
in effect.

Last fall somewhat of a flur- 
ter was caused in local eotton circles 
by the announcement that this company 
had inaugurated the policy of purchasing 
the cotton needed for the consumption 
of the mill from the growers direct. The 
Plan proved rather popular among the 
tarmers and the mill was offered more 
cotton than it needed. It 1s said that 
the farmers, in this way, received an 
eighth of a cent more for the cotton than 
usual, for the reason that the profit of 
the middleman was done away with. 

There has been a little rumor in cotton 
circles to the effect that the warehouse- 


men of the city were trying to hit upon 
some concerted plan of action, whereby 
'the buying of cotton in this way by 


the Swift Manufacturing Company could 


keeping the money themselves. 

The new cotton is pouring tnto Colum- 
bus right along. Up to date nearly one 
thousand bales have been received this 
season. It is belng sold readily, too, 
there being a fine demand for new cot- 
ion. The present dought has hurt the

Rumblings ‘Are Heard by the Re- | 
publicans. | 

There seems to be a feeling among 
the republicans of New England, espe- | 
cially in Massachusetts, that the ad- 
ministration has succeeded in placing | 
on the party’s back a load that it can- | 
not successfully carry. The evidence | 
of this feeling crops out in the private 
conversation of prominent republicans | 
—men who by reason of their official 
connection with the party are com 
pelled to make it their business to be 
in touch with public opinion. 

These statements are not made in 
the ears of the regular and known 
newspaper correspondents, but as 
most of the journals of the day have 
casual correspondents, it is not woncer- 
ful that intimations of the real sit- | 
vation find their way into print. Thus 
we find a writer in The New York 
Evening Post quoting the words of a | 
member of the republican state com- 
mittee to the effect that “unless Pres- 
ident McKinley changed his Philippine 
policy, he would make it very difficult 
for the republicans to carry the pres- 
idential election next year;” that | 
“the policy is a drag on the party,” 
and that “public sentiment all over | 
the country is already rising strongly | 
against the president.” Another re- | 
publican, joining im the conversatfon, 
insisted that the party is “already de- | 
feated beyond remedy in the contest 
for next year,” and that “it is hopeless 
for the republicans to think of electing 
‘their ticket.” 

All this, of course, is mere gossip 
among republicans holding official re- 
Jations to the party. They are obliged | 
to he sensitive to public opinion, and 
their interests give them the knack of 
promptly notingallchanges. Butifthey, | 
{n their solicitude for success, wholly | 
apart from any principle involved, | 
‘are outspoken enough, even jn private 
conversation, to display disgust at the | 
administration's policy, what must be | 
said of the average republican voter, 
‘who is more solicitougs about real 
‘American principles than he is about 
the immediate welfare of any party? 

The truth seems to be that the dem- | 
ocrats have a great opportunity before 
ithem if ‘they will only take advantage 
of it. The republican party has been | 
committed to a course in the Phil- 
Aippines that is daily growing more | 
junpopular. The administration can 
meither advance nor withdraw without 
inflicting a fatal wound on the party. 
The mistake it has made has been 
in insisting on a course which has left 
ithe Filipinos no choice between a 
continuation of the war which they 
unfortunately began and a surrender 
of all their rights. They have no other 
ground to stand on. They believe firm- 
lly that the end of the war will leave 
them the victims of foreign conquest. 
Is not that, also, the belief of the ma- 
jority of our own people? It not that 
‘the policy which the administration 
and all its organs and supporters are 
engaged in impressing on the country? 

Now, in order to properly represent 
ithe aims and objects of the American 
people, it is not necessary for the 
American troops to retire from any 
position they hold or to cease defend- 
ing their flag with the vigor which 
'they display on every field. It is only 
)mecessary for the president, represent- 
ing the party in power, to announce | 
that the American flag does not repre- 
sent one thing at home and another 
abroad; that wherever it is planted, 
ft stands for freedom and human 
Tights; that occupation of the Philip- 
pines means the ultimate independence 
of the inhabitants. 

This announcement has not and will 
‘not be made by the administration, for 
it ig committed to a policy of con- 
quest in the name of trade. The dollar- 
mark has been written across the face 
of the flag in the Philippines, and this

The Deportation Scheme, 


Booker Washington has written a 
letter to The New York Age in which 
he comments on Bishop Turner's 
scheme to deport the negroes of the 
south to Africa. As might be sup- 
posed, the president of Tuskegee insti- 
tute does not take kindly to the 
scheme, The whole purpose of the 
deportation, as we understand it, is to 
take the negroes from this country to 
Africa, isolate them from all the in- 
fluences of white men’s prejudice and 
interference, and give them an oppor- 
tunity to form a government of their 
own and in that way work out their 
own destiny. 

This, as Booker Washington points 
out, has been made impossible by the 
conditions which now exist in Africa. 
Even if it were feasible to transport 
the negroes of this country to Africa, 
they would find themselves on their 
arrival there, no matter what part of 
the dark continent had been selected 
for their occupation, surrounded by 
foreigners and aliens. There is no 
part of habitable Africa that has not 
already been partitioned out and di- 
vided up by the European powers, The 
trouble between England '= and the 
Transvaal today is the result of fric- 
tion growing out of British sov- 
ereignty over the country occupied by 
the Boers.

Committees Are Already at Work

He peered duwn 
upon the physician, patient and turnkey 
through the bars, making a grotesque 
picture. 

When he had finished the operation Dr. 
Hurt ascertained that Tom Walker had 
been greatly weakened from the loss 
of blood and he told the turnkey to get 
a big drink of whisky for the negro. 

The turnkey went off and reappeured 
with the corn whisky in a tin cup. 

Tom Gravitt whispered to the turnkey, 
saying: 

“What's the doc giving the nigger fer 
his sore head?’

At the present time the bulk of the 
money coming in to the tresaury from 
taxes for one year is used to pay the ex- 
penses of the state for the year before, 
and in order to meet the deficit which an- 
nually occurs, owing to the fact that the 


money of the state cannot be had at the | 


time it is needed, the governor is com- 
pelled to make a loan. 

By the proposed amendment of the new 
tax bill, this embarrassment to the state 
will be done away with and the expenses 
of each year will be met with the taxes 
of that year and not met with those of 
the following. 

Double Taxes Done Away With. 
Another amendment of far reaching im- 
portance, it is understood the tax 
ble taxes in the case of defaulters. The 
law on the statute books on the subject 
of double taxes has long been inoperative 
and no tax receifver would insist on put- 
ting a double tax on the property owner 
who refused to make his return on time. 
Instead of double taxes it is understood 
on the best authoritliy that the commis- 
sion will recommend the substitution of 
% per cent of the property value to be 
charged for default in the payment of 
taxes and whereas the old law on the 
subject of double taxes was totally inop- 
erative, the substitute is intended to be 
strictly carried out by the tax receivers 
of the state. 

Furthermore, the entire work of the 
commission in the framing of the Dill 
has been in this direction—to put an end 
as far as possible to dodgers and bring 
under taxation those forms of tangible 
and intangible property that have consist- 
ently evaded taxation in the past. 

It Is clearly seen by the members of 
the commission and all who have taken 
the trouble to examine the digests re- 
turned this year from the different coun- 
tles that the increase of $3,000,000 In the 
property of the state does not represent 
those classes of property that have hith- 
erto evaded taxation, but only the natural 
@nd inevitable increase in the value of 
Property generally. 

State Boards Appointed. 

A renewed effort will be made in the 
new tax bill, it is understood, to bring 
every form of property to account. The 
amendment imposing an additional 2 
per cent on defaulters is undoubtedly one 
means that the commission has adopted 
to bring this about. 

Another change having the same end in 
View, it is said, is the appointing of state 
boards of assessors to determine the value 
of property in regard to which the owner 
and the tax receiver differ. 
it has been customary for the receiver 
to accept with little objection the return 
made by the property owner and it will 
be urged by the commission that in order 
to reach the real value of property, it will

MAY BE LIVELY DEVELOPMENT 


Chairman Roy Says Everybody Will 
Have Fair, Impartial Hearing. 


CHAIRMAN HIRSCH FOR INVESTIGATION 


Having Been Out of City, He Has 
Not Had Opportunity To In- 
vestigate the Charges.

The committee on hospital and chari- 
ties of the city council will hold a spe- 
cial meeting in the committee room of 
the city hall this afternoon at 4 o'clock 
for the purpose of investigating the se- 
rlous charges made by Dr. Visanska 
against the management of the Grady 
hospital. 

The members of the committee are: Dr. 
Roy, chairman; Councilmen LaHatta 
Adair, Holland, McCullough, Pope and Al- 
derman Kilpatrick. 

The announcement of this meeting in 
yesterday's Constitution, and the inter- 
view of Dr. Visanska on the subject crea- 
ted considerable talk throughout the city, 
and much interest will be manifested in 
the deliberations of the solons this after- 
noon. 

“We want to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the c'f#rges,”’ sald Dr. Roy last 
night, “‘and we propose to give every one 
a fair and equal showing. Dr. Visanska 
will be given ample opportunity to state 
his case. and I have invited Chairman 
Joseph Hirsch, of the board of hospital 
trustees, and Dr. Brewster, superintend- 
ent of the hospital, to be present. They 
will be allowed to state their side of the 
case in full, and if there is anything 
wrong with the management of the hos- 
pital, the committee will certainly take | 
steps to remedy it without delay. 

‘‘Atlanta’s hospital should be one of the 
best in the country, and there is no rea- 
son why it should not be made such. It 
is an institution of which there is great 
public need, and should be brought up 
to the highest standard of efficiency. Dr. 
Visanska has made some serious charges 
against the institution, and they must 
be investigated. I called the meeting to- | 
morrow at the Instance of several mem- 
bers of the (hospital committee, who deem- | 
ed it wise to take such a step.” 

Chairman Hirsch, of the hospital trus- 
tees, has been out of the city for some 
time, returning last Saturday, and has 
not had an opportunity to invest’@ate the 
charges of Dr. Visanska. He stated last | 
night he would look into the matter to- 
day, and was theartily in favor of an In- 
vestigation. 

There may be some interesting develop- 
ments before the matter is settled.

The common toad (Bufo lentiginosus) 
lays its eggs in quite a different manner. 
It is a little later in the spring that the 
toads mate, and not until the latter part 
of Apri] are their eggs to be found, It 
always astonishes some people to be told 
that toads seek fha water to deposit their 
eggs, ard that the eggs hatch into tad- 
poles as do those of the frog. But this is 
the case. 

One of the most characteristic sounds 
of the spring is the ‘“‘whirring” of the 
tcads in s¢me roadside pool. The toad is 
not set particular about the kind of pond 
in which it deposits its eggs as is the frog. 
Any shallow pool, possibly one that dries 
up entirely in the summer, is accsptable. 
The toad prefers warm, shallow water, 
and his transformations are all over by 
summer time. 

The adult toad spends but a short time 
in the water. During a single night per- 
haps all of the eggs of a season will be 
deposited. It has been estimated that a 
single fernale toad insid= of ten nours 
may lay as many as 28,000 em@es, an aver- 
age of over forty per minute for ten 
hours. 

The ttxad's eggs are readily distinguish- 
ed from those cf the frog or salamander.
